There is no doubt that for a Jong pull of 
three quarters of an hour. on the water the 
evening would have been the most agreeable 
time, bub to view. gardens to advantage 
they should be seen while the sun is upon 


day soon-after breakfast. for Puntinyuit’s 
Gardens, and after a long pull up the river 
aud through a very pretty creek bordered 
by grotesque cedar trecs we reached. them 
anil found a number of Mandarin gala boats 
had preceded us. These gardens are the pri- 
vate property of a wealthy man, a high Man- 
darin, and ove of the Salt Commissioners of 
the Empire. By the courtesy. of Puntinqus 
tliey are at all times open to Hurupeans, who 
do not failto avail themselves of his polite-: 
ness, It is a peculiar feature ina Chinese 
garde that such things as ‘flower beds are 
uikuown. All the plants are in pots, and 
there are after a]l comparatively’ speaking * 
but few flowers, Avenues of shrubs, dwarfed 
and of the most grotesque shapes, artificial 
vackeries, alcooes, lakes abounding: in the 
adorable Lotus, picturesque. bridges and 
terraces, being the most prominent features. 
The whole has the most pleasing and origi- 
naleffect, quite dissipating the idea of a 
garden, and leaving ns as it were ina dream. 
Sitnated upon the borders of, the lake are 
numerous suniner houses which at.night 
are gaily illuminated and in one-of these 
Puutingua avd his friends were at the nio- 
Inent feasting. They are furnished in the 
most expensive manner with ‘“black wood” 
or ebuny furniture surmounted by marble 
*tops. Terraces continue all round the 
garden in every direction and the walls 
are covered with quotations from Confucius 
and other writers in a most-elaborate man:

A Peking mule cart which 
may be seen at the entrance to the garden, 
is said to be the so called ‘‘box” in which 
“Mr Wari, the American Minister, was carri- 
ed up to the capital, but in all probability 
is Puntinqua’s own carriage in which he has 
made a similar journey. His travelling 
gondola may also be seen, fitted with every 
appliance for a lengthened journey up the 
country. 

From here we cross the river to Fatee and 

visit Howqua’s garden, which was the great 
resort of toréigners before Puniinqua’s was 
accessible. It is. only a repetition of what 
we have already seen on a smaller and 
more neglected scale. The nursery gardens 
are well worthy a visit, and the dwarfed 
| trees and small creepers trained rownd a 
wire framework into all sorts of grotesque 
shapes with plaster faces, ands and fect, 
are very amusing. At most of these gar- 
deus a number of clay figures are sold, and 
those representing Europeans are some- 
what. eccentric.

reason to believe, peaceable citizens. We 
understand that the dispute had been, on 
the day the riot took place, referred to the 
head of : one. of the Societies and ‘his. award 
was not such as the other party approved 
of, hence the disturbance. ‘The police were 
‘instantly onthe spot, followed by Colonel 
Man with his usual promptitude, together 
with the Magistrate, but as is usual on all 


“ these occasiofis, no sooner was the signal of 


the approach of the police announced to the 
rioters than they began to retreat (no doubt 
they were well posted up in the movements 
ef the police), still keeping up a pretty 
sharp fire in the cotrse of their retreat, un- 
til they found the pursuit too hot for them, 
when they almost instantaneously - disap- 
peared; uot however’ without several per- 
sous being .arrested and lodged’ in safe 
quarters in the lock up. In a short time 
peace was restored! as far as rioting was 
concerned. The head of the Toh-peh-Kong 
Society, Kho-Tian-Teck, was.on the spot 
and used, we understand, his best endea- 
vours to restore peace. It is perfectly clear 
that the Executive is, according to the pre- 
sent state of the law utterly incompetent to 
deal with the Chinese in these continually 
recurring riots’ They commenced long 
ago, and have continued to the present 
day. -

THE REBELLION IN 'BURMAH. 

The subjoined.is the. latest intelligence 
from Mandalay anent tie Rebellion in up- 
per Burmah, from the Rangoon Limes :—! 

‘We havé to tender our ihauks to Moo 
lah Esmail, for the following - telegram 
recdived the evening before ‘last irém 
Thayetmyo. | 

“Letter from Minlah. King sent orders 
to take duties} as before. King’s troops 
‘under Atween Woon Kosoh have come to 
Salin. Yaynansykia is at Pagham. Cap- 
tain Reilly and Engineer have deserted 
her and gone to Mandalay. King’s people 
are trying to catch the Steamer and Rebel 
princes, The Magway Myothoogyee has- 
escaped and come down here. “I hear that 
all are well at Mandalay.” 

-QOur contemporary remarks: This a 
most intelligible and a most satisfactory 
telegram. There cad be no question, that 
in a few days more the two rebel Princes 
will be caught and‘dealt with according to 
the laws, both of God and man. If they 
come into British territory, they stand no 
chance of escape. We'shall simply regard 
them as murderers, who are flying from 
justice, Political refugees we are bound 
in honor always to protect; but our Govern- 
ment .liag never yet. thrown its protection 
around murderers. They will be held 
under surveillance. by our police until a 
request is made for them by'the King. 
It is earnestly hoped that these troubles 
in upper _Burmah may result in the Bur- 
mese Government entering into proper 
Treaty relations with our Government. 
Indeed, that they would recognize the im- 
portance of having 2 British officer of rank 
as Resident, with a personal Assistant and 
establishment, to whose opinion and judg- 
meht the Court of Burmah should be 
bound to give heed in matters pertaining 
to the udiminiatration of the country, and 
especially in all subjects of trade, and in 
their relations and arrangements with fo- 
reign states and Governients.”

MILITARY OCCUPATION OF 
FRANKFORT. 

Tae following isa letter written from 
Frankfort, describing the military’ occupa- 
tion by the Prussians :—T'be impression 
anade by the events of the last 14 days will 
not easily be effaced frum the minds of our 
Frankfort people. I cannot tell you what 
we have gone through ; to be trodden un- 
der foot and placed defenceless at the merey 
of brute force seems too much to bear. 
The little sympathy that existed among us 
for Prussia has ceased to exist, undying 
hatred taking its place—a hatred for which 
she has to thank berself.. The whole affair 
has been one of cryiug injustice from first 
to last. The Prussians marched in. here 
without the slightest impediment, no de- 
claration of war preceding thetn ; our Guard 
had not been mobilized, and. yet we are 
treated as enemies who. had nade the most 
determined resistance. 1t is impossible to. 
deny our South German sympathies, but to 
‘suffer. for them as we do is beyond 
endurance. 

It is difficult to recognize any of the re- 
finement, education, and polish, on which 
the Prussians pretend to pride themselves, 
in the conduct of the officers who are quar- 
tered:on our best families. Our carridge 
and riding horses have been taken away 
from us, not for purposes of war, but, as 
they mockingly said, “that therich Frank- 
forters might learn how.to walk.” and so 
on. An aged lady, Madame L., had five 
officers and 25 men put in her house. The 
conduct of the former was at all times im- 
proper in. the highest degree, and one day 
at dinner the butler at last protested 
against certain remarks being made about 
his mistress. © An officer immediately jump- 
ed up from the table and was about to lay 
hands on him, when the lady of the house, 
alarmed by the noise, made her appearance, 
and ordered the servant to retire, saying 
she would serve the dishes herself.- Would 
you believe it, not one of them rose to beg 
her to desist ? 

: Another day H. H. received an order to 
have 200 men quartered on him. in his 
beaatiful new house on the Zell, simply be- 
cause flowers had been thrown from his 
Window upon the Austrian. troops on leav- 
ing a few days previously, and they seemed 
to know his sympathies to be more Austrian 
than Prussian. He protested, and at last 
succeeded in getting the number reduced to 
100 inen in the. house and to provide for 
another hundred for tive daya. He was 
told that in his nse they acted on orders 
received from high quarters. 

The first week of the occupation was one 
of constant excitement. 
some fresh proclaination, and with it new 
demands. 'o: ask 25,000,000 florins vis 
perfectly infamous, and you can imagine in 
what a’state of mind it bas put our gentry 
and tradespeople. After the proclamation 
of this demand every one seemed paralyzed, 
and for three days our dear old town was 
®carcely to-be recognized. . ° 

The threatjof pillage and investing the 
town is ny disiivowed by the’ Prussian | 
Journals, a¥-a report got up here ; but the 
pantc it caused among many here is a suf- 
ficient guarantee: for its truth. On second

The loss would be their own, 

The Prussians flatter themselves that all 
have fled before them,’ but in thie they are 
mistaken. It is true they see no one, for 
we ali keep within our houses until dark, 
when we go out in order to get some air and 
pay a few visits.” Our poor Frankfort has 
beeri sorely tried, but it is not dead yet, 
and our enemies will, -perhaps, find - it 
tougher than they expected. - The six mil- 
lions were paid at once, but they will have 
to. work hard before they can get the 25 
millions from us. 

What impression has been caused by the 
suicide of our Burgomaster in England ? 
He was the second of our Jeading- men who 
have alréady been sacrificed by the brutal 
sway of our rulers. The day after - the 
entry of the troops, Hofrath Fisch Gualler 
was ordered to appear before General Falk- 
enstein, and on entering the room a paraly 
tic stroke caused him to fall dead at the 
oppressor’s feet. “ ae 

We have lost many friends at Kéniggriitz, 
and we cannot think of that fatal field -with- 
out a shudder... We seem to have lived 
years within these last few days, but all our 
people have braved their hardships nobly, 
and -E-have the greatest pride in assuring 
you that not une of our Frankfort families 
have eudeavoured-to save theniselves by 
flight. | :

A WORD TO THE P £.0. CO. 


The earth has moved on in space since 
the P. and O. commenced! their career. 
Mind too has travelled as well as matter ; 
but the P. and Q. ignore these things. 
While all else is improving, these great 
monopolists seem determiued to stand 
still. Their power of inertia is immense, 
and they presume upon the incapacity of 
the’ despised Indian public -to afféct the 
weight of their mightly mass. Trusting 
to their great influence at Home they de- 
cline to ‘ move on,” aud the Anglo-Indian 
public have for some time come to the 
sonclusion that: this-is our veritable ‘old 
of the seas.” With low.speed, high 
rates and mediocre vessels he has got on 
our‘backs and thinks we cannot move him. 
But if we may give this old man a bit of 
advice, itis that-he had better beware of 
the last straw ; a little more obstinacy: will 
rouse into the energy of self-defence the 
most patient arid apathetic of communities. 
Hoping he will take hiuts in good part we 
will try to impress upon him a few of our 
wants. Passing by recent .acbievements 
we will remind him that twenty years ago 
one of his own steamers, the Banshee, was 
generally admitted to run from ‘eighteen to 
twenty miles an hour-betiveen Maraeilles 
and Maita.- Without asking quite this 
speed in the Indian seas, we have a right 
to expect something better than eight and 
nine miles the bour—we have a right to 
demand that the speed of a fast steamer 
shall not be purposely kept down to this 
comparatively creeping pace, and kept 
loitering either in harbours or out to in- 
sure its not arriving a day before its time, 
to prevent its becoming known if possible 
that they are birds ‘that can sing and 
wou’t sing,” and thefefore need to be made 
to sing, If the old gentleman does not 
meet this imperative requirement of the 
age, we must look about for those who 
will? Next in importance to that of speed 
is the, question of- cost. When first this 
grand enterprise was. started large ox- 
penses could only be covered by heavy 
passage and freight rates. But now that 
coal is to be had at: Galle or Aden 
for much the same prices as in London, 
aud that Suez is easily’ supplied by the 
railway, there is no excuse whatever for 
keeping up the rates at such a prohibitory 
figure. .It is outrageous that we should be | 
made to pay three times the proper sum 
simply because we are on the wrong side of 
Sucz.. We inay be met with the swamping 
reply that at these rates the vessels are 
even now frequently over full. In the -fa- 
vourable season of the year, this is not only 
true, but it is also a fact that their rivals 
the French, at but slightly reduced ' rates, 
are equally so. Let the dimensions of the 
traffic attract other Companies into the 
field ; there is ample to yield profit, to at 
least one more great Company, if our old 
man does not choose 80 to accommodate the 
public as to keep it to himself. 

Though we have now had our grumble 
at ‘‘our old man of the sea,” yet we shall 
be nothing loath if he so mends.bis ways as 
to prevent our having:to seek new friends. 
He jaa, many competitors starting into life; 
let him see that he is not at last left bebind 
in the race. Those who persistently refuse 
to keep pace with the times will hurt them- 
selves: far. more than others, Will our 
grand old :an—for he certainly. is grand 
despite-all his faults—let this new weekly 
communication with Bombay be the first 
nail in his coffin ? With his splended fleet 
and able officers, is he quite determined to 
| weary into activity an over patient public ?
